The report praises the’ successful efforts at reconstruction following 
the defeat. of Yudenitch, Koltchak and Denikin, These had to be 
abandoned .owing to the resumption ‘of hostilities with Poland, 
which provided new pretexts for the restrictins of individual liberty. 
‘These conditions cannot be.changed while war continues. The report re- 
commends the removal of the last vestige of blockade and intervention, the 
unconditional. recognition of the present Russian Government, which ‘has 
proved its stability, repeatedly shown its will to peace, and made vigorous 
efforts in the direction of economic reconstruction. > ed :
